They drove back the allied left at

They crossed the 
Meuse but could 
not hold their own and were driven 
back across the river with great loss, 
their pontoons shattered by the a c ­ 
curate fire of the French three-inch 
guns. 
The fighting on the left and right 
is hand-to-hand. 
General Joffre is 
hurrying every available man from 
the rear to reinforce the line at ev­ 
ery point. 


It 
is realized that 
t h i s struggle 
will have a m o s t important effect on 
the final outcome of the war. 
Germany has her first and secon«: 
lines, her reserves and part of the 
volunteers engaged. 
A defeat would 
mean that they must retire well into 
Germany to 
the 
shelter 
of 
the 
Rhine forts and into Belgium to the 
new lines already prepared. 
A victory for the Germans would 
imperil the entire 
allied structure 
everywhere. Fully realizing the great 
hazard, both the French and British 
commander-in-chief are using every 
available man to bring victory 
There is absolutely no news ob­ 
tainable on the losses. 
But the riv­ 
ers are said to be running red with 
blood and thousands of dead have 
been thrown into them, thus bringing 
the danger of disease from infected 
water. 
The wounded 
brought from the 
battlefield are covered 
with mud. 
Many of the 
soldiers are literally 
barefooted, their shoes having been 
worn out in the marching. 
All are 
fighting in wet clothing. 
Rains have 
begun again. 
The battle of the Aisne-Oise enter­ 
ed its*twelfth day today, with a fury 
unsurpassed in the 
history of the 
world.

from a number'of state bankers. 
Bnkers here hod that 
the 
policy 
of conservative banks is first to take 
care of their local customers, and 
then, if conditions 
warranted, 
to 
make 
additional 
investments 
that 
have been approved. 
This commun­ 
ity has splendid banking facilities, 
all will agree. 
The banking insti­ 
tutions here are taking care of all 
they regard as their first obligation 
to their customers. 
Officials of the Mays bank explain 
that their institution, too, has been 
handling its obligations to its clien­ 
tele, which it considers its first duty. 
They point out further that they 
have not hoarded their reserve in a 
manner intimated by the secretary 
of the treasury and that they have 
not been refusing legitimate loans 
in order to store up an excessive re­ 
serve fund. 
It is merely a condition of affairs 
locally that contributed to make the 
reserve of the Mays hank particul­ 
arly large at

statements were made September 12. 
The Mays bank official explains that 
just at this season 
farmers, 
who 
form tlie largest body of their cus­ 
tomers, are selling and are paying 
off their loans. In addition, many of 
them have deposits to make.

is responsible for the large reserve. 
But it will not he long until fa rm ers 
begin to buy corn and have 
needs 
for money for other uses, and then 
they will borrow money and the re­ 
serve will be cut down near tlie min­ 
imum. 
To prove that the condition of the 
ffairs of the Mays bank where ab­ 
normal when the statement was made 
September 12 and when the reserve 
fund mounted up to fifty-eight per 
cent, Bert Benner, the cashier, cites 
the fact that the books of the bank 
yesterday revealed that the reserve 
was only thirty-six per 
cent. 
He 
points out that a 
week 
ago 
last 
Thursday, just five days after the 
statement was made, the reserve was 
only forty-six per cent, showing that 
it had been cut down twelve per cent 
in five days. 
He said it was as high 
as the statement indicated only about 
thirty days. 
In two or three weeks. 
Mr. Benner said, when the farmers 
will have had their needs supplied 
in the money market, thq reserve 
will undoubtedly be below twenty- 
five per cent.

information concerning prevention. 
The prevention of eatarrah is a big 
su bject and the prevention methods 
mu st he started in childhood, and they 
are— living ou t of doors a great deal 
in su nshine and air; avoidance of 
smoke and du st; avoidance of the so- 
called children’s diseases; namely, 
measles, whooping cou gh, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, etc. 
The majority of 
children who have these diseases, es­ 
pecially if the attack is strong, will 
he fou nd more or less cattarrahal a f­ 
terwards, ju st as a blow leaves a 
bru ise in the flesh, so “childrens dis­ 
eases” bru ise the child’s constitu ­ 
tion.”

New York, Sept. 26.—Until 
the 


present British censorship is altered 
it will be impossible for Americans 
to form an unbiased opinion or judge 
fairly from cable reports of theday- 
by-day developments in the present 
war” said Roy \Y. Howard, presi­ 
dent of the United Press, who arrived 
on the Mauretania 
from 
Europe. 
Howard has spent several weeks in 
England, Germany, Frnnee, Belgium, 
and Holland, working on problems 
presented t<*American news agencies 
by interrupted cables 
and 
foreign 
press censors. 


“Eliminating consideration of in­ 
ternational questions involved in the 
war, the fact remains V said Howard, 
“that the press censorship in London 
is at variance with all British ideas 
of fair play—a fact apparently ap­ 
preciated and deplored by all English 
men save those few on the censor­ 
ship desk. 


“Every 
cablegram 
for 
America 
must pass a British or an allied cen­ 
sor. 
The French censorship is ad­ 
mittedly dominated by the 
English. 
No one can question the right of the 
British to maintain a vigorous cen­ 
sorship but the present organization 
does not censor news. It simply sup­ 
presses it. 


“This suppression of any and all 
German news is now being extended 
to the mails 
in 
London. 
Ha vinec"1 
learned that the United 
Press 
was 
sending 
German news 
from 
The 
Hague to London for re-sending to 
New York, the British censor now op­ 
ens every letter before delivering it to 
our London office. 
Some of the cen­ 
sored letters are delivered and some 
are not. 
Other American 
agencies 
have had the same experience 
with 
the resut that the best German news 
reaching America aside 
from 
the 
limited wireless despatches) in mat­ 
ter sent by courier via the Ilolland- 
Ameriean ships. 


“In consequence despite 
the best 
efforts 
and 
the 
most 
ingenious 
schemes of American newspapermen 
the cable news reaching America is 
filtered through anti-German chan­ 
nels. 
It requires no partisan bias to 
force one to the conclusion that Ger­ 
many’s side of such matters as the 
reported atrocities in Belgium 
must 


he heard, before fair judgment can he 
reached by neutral Americans. 
“Even though one may have doubts 
of Germany’s ability to explain away 
some of the charges lodged 
against 
her armies, nothing more is required 
than a spirit of tail* play to prompt a 
protest against condemnation under 
the ynch law being practiced by the 
British censorship which would per­ 
mit the world to hear only the indict­ 
ment without a word of defense front 
Germany. 
“Bad as the situation has been and 
is from the standpoint of neutral and 
disinterested news gatherers the re is 
nothing to indicate that the attitude 
of the censorship is supported by the 
British public. 
The difficulty 
has 
been due primarily to England’s un- 
familarity with the handling of a cen­ 
sorship and to unfortunate choice of 
men for the work. 
There 
is 
every 
reason to believe that with-holding 
of favorable public opinion by Ameri­ 
cans (the favorable 
opinion 
which 
both sides are so openly courting) un­ 
til the present condition is remedied, 
will do more to correct 
the 
trouble 
quickly than any other single thing.”

Basketful of Metal Tags All That is 
Left of Germans Who Fell at Liege 


BY KARL H. YON WIEGAND 


(U . P. Staff Correspondent.) 
Liege, September 6 (by courier via 
M aastricht and Rotterdam to New 
Y ork)— Here where the tide of Ger­ 
man advance for a time dashed on 
the rock and steel of Belgian forts, 
I saw something which affected me 
far more than any of the sorrows of 
w ar I have yet encountered. 
It was 
a good sized basketful of metal tags 
under careful guard at military head­ 
quarters. 
“They are all that is left of ‘Un- 
ser Braven yunge’ (our brave boys) 
who fell in and around Liege— their 
identification m ark” said the officer. 
I asked permission to examine one 
It was a small tin tag with two holes 
for the string or ribbon. 
A large 
number was stamped on it and, be­ 
low, the number of 
the 
regiment. 
The comparison is grotesque 
and 
much out of place, but the tag that I 
held in 
my 
hand 
represented 
a 
human life. 
It was the “rem ains”— 
all that was left of that life—of that 
husband, father or brother. 
It was 
the monument and at the same time 
the metallic tag and number of a 
human life in tlie indexed catalogue 
of an army of human lives. 
Just a 
metal tag with a number! 
I gazed at it long and earnestly. I 
wondered if it had registered the 
emotions, the hopes, the fears, flu* 
love, the sorrow, the yearnibtg to 
fight for home and fatherland, the 
last thoughts of loved ones— like a 
phonographic record— of the life that 
ebbed away through the little hole 
made by rifle or torn by shell. 
Noth­ 
ing 1 have so fa r seen in the path of 
war, not even the stench of bodies 
in Fort Lonein or burned and shot- 
riddled houses, so impressed me as 
th at little metal tag. 
I laid it down 
reverently. 
It was— or had been— a 
life. 
This afternoon T saw the “rest” 
of that tag and many others ilke it 
— rather, the place where the “rest” 
or remainder of that tag was. 
Be­ 
tween the forts Bareli on and Eveg- 
neo it was m the trenches where the 
Belgians received the Germans with 
a murderous fire when they stormed 
those two forts— the first that fell— 
thereby getting an entrance into the 
city. 
It was here that 
these 
men 
went down like grass before 
the 
scythe. The Germans had come on— 
nothing could stop them— they seem- 
do to go on to their death gladly as 
one Belgian remarked to me. 
The 
Belgian trenches now are filled 
and 
levelled. 
I could hardly find them, 
even with a guide. 
They were filled 
with the fallen. One grave was about 
sixty feet long. 
Another was eighty 
or ninety. 
Here is where the metal 
tags were gathered. 
Each man and 
officer wears one around his neck. 
That of the private is usually a tag 
with a number corresponding with 
the number opposite his name on his 
company and regimented rolls. Many 
have the number of the regiment on 
the tag. 
The tags of the officers us­ 
ually are of aluminum and besides 
the number have the name and rank, 
sometimes also the home address. 
Some of the privates also have re ­ 
placed the common tin tag with

aluminum one purchaed themselves 
at 30 cents each, 
upon 
which 
is 
stamped name and address and regi­ 
ment besides the required number. 
After the battle, when the Ger­ 
mans find their dead, the collar on 
each shirt is opened, the string cut 
and tlie tag taken and sent to head­ 
quarters 
for identification. 
There 
tin* books are opened and “fallen” 
together with the place of fight or 
battle is written opposite the name 
and number of the dead soldier. 
At Liege probably! fo r the first 
time in German wars, death obliter­ 
ated distinction in rank. 
For 
the 
first time so fa r as I can learn, Ger­ 
man officers and common soldiers 
were buried in the same trench. 
It has always been the rule— a 
sort of unwritten law— that every 
fallen officer should have a separate 
grave and not he buried in the com­ 
mon trench 
To a larger extent this 
is still done especially with officers 
of higher rank than 
captain. 
But 
the 
unprecedented 
mobility 
and 
rapid advance of the German army 
into Belgium and France made this 
extremely 
difficult. 
A non-commis­ 
sioned officer— a volunteer 58 years 
of age— who commanded a burial 
squad at Liege told me there was not 
time to take much pains in burying. 
The tags are now* removed from the 
fallen, watch, money, etc., taken to 
he sent to the relatives, the bodies— 
uniform and all— were wrapped in 
their blankets and laid in rows, side 
by ride in their trenches. 
The fallen of the enemy are not 
buried in the same trench but are 
placed together in a separate trench. 
Even in death there 
shall 
he no 
brotherhood 
between 
those 
who 
fought and took each other's 
lives 
The uniforms are taken from bodies 
of the enemy’s fallen and laid on the 
top of the grave a s 
a means 
of 
identification 
to friends. 
If 
they 
wear ta g s they are removed. 
The officer with whom I talked said 
that the many separate graves of 
officers 
had 
been 
shown 
after 
1870 proved "'troublesome 
to land 
owners. 
It has been decided there­ 
for© wherever thought best, to bury 
officers with their men. 
One of the features of the Ger­ 
man ride of the battlefield in thi> 
war, is tin* thorough manner in which 
the Germans “clean up” the field a f ­ 
ter a battle. 
It is not only the n a t­ 
ural sense of ”orderline>ri’ which is 
'<> characteristic of the German ch ar­ 
acter but there is method and pur­ 
pose. 
That is, tlie battlefield shall 
reveal no tales. 
it shall give nothing from which a 
conclusion can be drawn as to lo>^e> 
or any other information. 
Every­ 
thing is removed as if a rag-picker 
had gone over the field. 
There is 
little traces of graves from the size 
of which conclusion might be drawn 
as to the number 
buried. 
The fu­ 
ture belongs to the living, not the 
dead, seems to he the motto. 
On the German side of battlefields 
I have visited and from the many I 
have talked with who have been over 
other battlefields in 
Belgium 
and 
France, 1 have always 
heard 
the 
same observation, “however fast the 
Germans advance, they have a ‘clean 
up’ 
squad.” 
In sharp contrast to 
this are the sections of the battlefield 
over which the French fought. 
They 
are simply littered with guns, knap­ 
sacks, blankets, etc. 
Everyone of 
these things is a sign readable by the 
trained officers. 
At the last analysis it is the “metal 
tag*’ with a number— the symbol of 
a human life—of a soul sent out in 
this carnage. 
It 
represents 
tlie 
“ashes” of the battlefield. 
It is the 
reverse side of the glory medal of 
war. 
Nothing 1 have seen so far in this 
war—-the wretchedness of the prison­ 
ers— the misery in the path of the 
war, the suffering of wounded, the 
stench arising from fort Lonein, the 
men mained for life, has so im press­ 
ed me. a s this little metal tag.

But that is just what the postoiliee 
department is making, as is evidenced 
by a circular letter from the first a s ­ 
sistant postm aster-general which re­ 
cently reached 
Postm aster 
G. 
P. 
limit. 
The first paragraph of 
the 
circular is as follows: 
“Jt has come to the knowledge of 
the department that in many 
cities 
the street time of carriers is m aterial­ 
ly increased by delivering mail at the 
rear or side doors of residences and 
business places. 
If this is the p rac­ 
tice at your office you should notify 
the patrons affected that after sixty 


d a y s they must provide 
means fo r 
receipt of their mail 
at 
the 
front 
doors. 
»Suggest that this means may 
be in the form of a riot in the door 
or an ordinary house box.” 
It is ;*«rther urged that the delivery 
of mail within the city delivery dis­ 
trict can he expedited and the con­ 
venience of householders 
conserved 
if arrangements are made by the cut­ 
ting of slot in the front door or the 
mstallation of a mail box near the 
front door. The circular is construed 
to'm ean that such delivery of 
mail 
must be discontinued after November 
15. 
Private receptacles for mail are a 
jjjreal convenience to the householder, 
as well as serving 
to expedite 
the 
walk of the postman, obviating the 


i 
s s i t y of responding to the c a r­ 
rier’s call at inconvenient moments 
and permitting the safe delivery of 
inail in the absence of members of the 
purs eh old. They also prevent the oc­ 
casional necessity of a carrier’s pro­ 
ceeding on his route without deliver­ 
ing mail because of failure to answer 
his ring within a reasonable time, and 
enable him to make deliveries jo p a ­ 
trons living on or near the end of tin* 
route at an earlier hour. 
It lias been shown hv actual experi­ 
ence that tin* benefits derived by p a ­ 
t ro n s of city delivery from the tis© of 
such receptacles far 
outweigh 
tin* 
small expense involved. As the Rush­ 
ville office is interested in furnishing 
the best possible service at tin* least 
expense, the compliance of those in­ 
terested with the foregoing s u g g e s ­ 
tions will be much appreciated. 
Neither the postm aster nor any of 
his subordinates is authorized or p er­ 
mitted to act as agent for boxes.
